ADB SURVEY FINDS BLEAK PROSPECTS IN SOUTH PACIFIC

(Text) Living off fresh fish in a hut fashioned from trees in the 
untouched natural forests which slope gently down to the palm-fringed, 
coral beaches--that's the South Sea island dream. The reality for the 
islanders is harsher: disappearing forests, a diet of tinned fish and 
imported Western food which is leading to health problems, indefinite 
reliance on outside assistance and a choice between economic stagnation 
and migration. 


This bleak picture comes from an Asian Development Bank agricultural 
survey of seven South Pacific countries, Papua New Guinea, Cook Islands, 
Fiji, Kiribati, Solomon Islands, Tonga and Western Samoa. 


But if the future is uncertain, the past is dead. The report observes: 
“The recent appeals for preservation of the native systems or their 

use as the foundation for development are, in many cases, too late by a 
century..." 


Land tenure systems have been modified by colonial governments, social 
structures disrupted by outside economic forces. The islands have made 
their choice--a cash economy based on the lure of modern goods. 


The question is not whether modern forms of development should be 
adopted, but how far development can proceed along the already committed 
path. 


Few smallholders in palm oil earn a net annual income of over US$1,000. 
This is not enough for the new aspirations. The discrepancy reinforces 
the trend towards large-scale planned production. 


This not only clashes with cultural attitudes; it can, in the bank's 
jargon, “result in a net welfare loss for participants."

For instance, research in Papue New Guinea showed that between the intro- 
duction of coffee growing in Siwbu Province in 1965 and the establishment 
of the crop 10 years later, food intake declined 33 per cent. This was 
because subsistence food growing areas had been pushed out to more 
inaccessible and less fertile areas by the needs of the cash crop. 


In villages near Honiara, in the Solomons, farmers grow food for sale in 
the town market while their children subsist on a diet of imported 
refined cereals and sugared water. 


The central dilemma in terms of economic growth--which is now the main 
criterion--is that apart from the Solomon Islands most recent growth has 
come from the non-agricultural sector. But the resources and geography 
of the smaller countries indicate that there is little potential for 
sustained economic growth in any other sector. 


The implication is that either the strategy of developing the agricul- 
tural sector must be changed or “a low or no-growth future may have to 
be acknowledged and accepted by the four smaller countries." 


There is a rider to this choice: no-growth may not be synonymous with 
poverty if people can migrate. 


Migration is an unusua’ ©. for an international body to recommend, 
but the report says it -vems co be the only one that gives the people 
of the small island cc. “ries the chance to choose individual paths of 
development within the «. cr world community." 


It specifically recommends that the long-term solution for the Cook 
Islanders ic for their deeper absorption into the New Zealand economy. 
Similarly, it says migration is essential if Western Samoa is to support 
the future population at the standards of living to which they currently 
aspire. 


Kiribati is the most extreme case: a country with no prospects for 
agricultural or mineral development. The survey comments: ‘External 
assistance in the form of budgetary aid may be necessary for a long 
period, perhaps indefinitely." 


The catch to a policy of migration, however, is that it feeds on itself. 
It encourages material aspirations which are often impossible to achieve, 
except through continued migration or continued dependence on external 
budgetary aid. There is no guarantee that doors will always be open, 
and as restrictions are imposed by receiving countries, potential 
migrants stay at home and demand wage employment, creating still more 
distortions in the economy. In addition, the brain drain from the Cook 
Islands, Tonga and Western Samoa has slowed development. 





lt ie not all gloom for the seven countries, however, There are some 
prospects for manufacturing in Papua New Guinea and Fiji and for mineral 
developments in Papua New Guinea and the Solomons. The same three coun- 
tries also have an opportunity to develop animal farming. 


Forestry could provide jobs income and even fuel substitution, although 
at current rates of harvesting the only commercial natural forest 
resources by the year 2010 wil. be in Papua New Guinea or Fiji. Above 
all, 200-mile fishing sones open up the development of resources, 
although thie will require regional cooperation. 


Cooperation may turn out to be of crucial importance, not simply in term 
of establishing research inatitutions and controlling inter-island migra- 
tion, but aleo because in the last 100 yeare the isolation of the Pacific 
countries relative to other parte of the world has increased. 


ineularity and isolation are characteristics of the seven countries. A 
key element in overcoming these drawbacks will be their capacity to work 
together .-=-FT

LAND WAR LOOMS IN INDIA

(Text) Caleutta: The most important challenge facing Mre. Indira Gandhi's 
Government is India's iniquitous syetem of land ownership which hae caused 
regular blood-shed in the countryside. 


Twenty per cent of the rich own more than 76 per cent of the land, while 
about 60 million peasante work the fielde for no wages but a daily handful 
of coarse wheat. 


All recent cases of violence against Harijan untouchables--at least 50 have 
been butchered in the last six weeks slone--were caused by land disputes. 


When the Harijan's etend on their rights and demand payment for work, thugs 
hired by landowners eset fire to their hute and then gun down the fleeing 
inhabitante. 


But the clash ie economic, not of caste. Mre Gandhi's laws insisting on « 
daily cash of at least half «a dollar or a share of the crop for labourers 
giving the landless automatic equatters' rights over vacant land and laying 
down the maxioum (usually 12 to 14 acres) that one family can own, has 
brought out ancient antagonism between landlords and peasants. 


The rich are resentful because the new laws threaten their traditional su- 
premacy. The poor are on the warpath because civil servants, judges, po- 
licemen and even politicians conspire to frustrate liberal legislation. 


Landowners are, in fact, able to mnipulate rules to serve their intereste. 
A Punjab Minister once admitted that estates were registered in the names 
of cate, doge and buffaloes. 


In adjoining Haryana estate, landlords parcel out their exces holdings to 
non-existent ‘freedom fighters’, said to be entitled to favours because 
they opposed British rule. 











One of the most ingenious evasions ie reported from Bihar estate where the 
prominent abbot of an important monastery in Gaya complains that he hae been 
left with only 25 acres after riotous serfa dispossessed him of 300. 


But offictale say that hie holiness ie etil) lord of a noble 8,000 acres 
estate, They can't do a thing about it because the land te apparently 


legally held in emall lote by innumerable gode and goddesses from the Hindu 
pantheon. 


India's grasping landlords are aleo busy enclosing village commons, taking 
over wasteland that really belongs to the Government appropriating commun- 
ity grazing grounds, foreclosing mortgages, and squeezing out emall farmers. 


In 1976 a commission warned that more and more land was passing into fewer 
and fewer hands, and that the number of landless peasants was increasing an- 
nually by 1.5 million, 


The Government's record in honouring ite promise to achieve a fairer dise- 
tribution of land is by no means creditable. Nehru admitted in the mid- 
fifties that about 60 million acres of surplus land would be given to the 
rural poor. Thies estimate dwindled to less than four million acres in 
1978. Wo one knows how and why the figure was so drastically reduced. 


Even #0, the Government has taken possession of about two million acres 

and has given away just over one million. The rest lies fallow or is still 
being cultivated by rich landlords who have legally been dispossessed. More 
than 28,000 euite challenging the Government's right to deprive the rich 
clog the law courte. 


Only in Marxist West Benegal have reforms been genuinely attempted. Else-

NEW SPLINTER COMMUNIST PARTY ESTABLISHED

thie could pave the way for a eplit at the national level with other 
unite taking similar decisions at the instance of the pro-Dange faction. 


The lead in this conmection has been taken by Mr. M. K. Deshpande who 
has taken over as president of the Vidarbha unit and Mr. Naushad Saharai 


ae secretary. 


Mr. Gopal Kelkar, a former secretary of the Nagpur unit of the CPI, will 
inaugurate the new party office here tomorrow. 


This section of the CPI feels that the party would have fared much 
better in the recent Lok Sabha elections if it had an alliance with the 


Congress (I). 


Mr. Kelkar, in a talk with this correspondent today, bitterly attacked 
the Rajeshwar Rao line. He said that the Rajeshwar Rao group had exposed 
itself to ridicule by directing Mr. Dange not to contest the Lok Sabha 
election. He said Mre. Gandhi's victory had delighted millions of people 
but thie had upset Mr. Rao's group. Instead of assessing the party line 
after the elections, the party continued to pyreue bankrupt line, he said. 


The new party had been formed with a view to giving a correct line to 

the communist movement which had committed serious ideological and politi- 
cal mistakes. Since 1934, the CPI had made a wrong assessment of the 
Indian capitalists and the national movement. Hence, the party opposed 
the natiqnal struggles in 1934, 1942, 1947 and 1962. Because of these 
mistakes, the communist movement suffered heavily and the party could 

not become powerfu’ despite hard efforts by thousands of partymen, he 
declared.

KERALA CHIEF MINISTER DEMANDS INTERSTATE COUNCIL

[Text] Trivandrum, March 23 Me Kerala chief minister, Me. E. K. 
Nayanar, hase demanded the constitution of an inter-state council as 
envisaged under the clause 263 of the constitution to solve differences 
arieing between the states and the Centre. 


Reiterating that Kerala would not like to take a confrontation course 
with the Centre, Mr. Nayanar told a “meet the media” programme of the 
Trivandrum Prese Club here today that in a federal structure, differ- 
@..ces were bound to arise between the Centre and the states ruled by 
different parties. The constitution had envisaged this contingency, 
but the constitutional clause which invested the President with the 
authority of establishing such a council had not been activated so far. 
He eaid the Centre should take the initiative in the matter. 





Mr. Nayanar described as “ridiculous” the demand for the re-enactment of 
clause 257 A of the constitution which gave the Centre power to send 
Central police forces to states. Its revival would be a clear sign of 
return once again to authoritarianism, he said. 


The chief minister said his left democratic government had taken the 
firet step to improve the lot of the toiling masses through the imple- 
mentation of its 20-point programme. The budget presented to the state 
assembly the other day reflected an attempt in this direction. 


Mr. Nayanear agreed with a questioner that the state's budget was welfare- 
oriented, but rebutted the criticiem that it was at the cost of develop- 
mental and produc .ion-oriented programmes. 


He said the estate had plans to attract industrial investments and a 
conference of industriaiists had been convened at Bombay next month for 
this purpose. Kerala could promise an unlimited supply of electricity 
for industries unlike other states. 


He ruled out a suggestion that private entrepreneurs were shy of coming 
to Kerala because of recurring labour unrest. There were labour 
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disputes only in 13 industrial unite today as against 50 or 60 at this 
time last year. 


Mr. Nayanar expressed distress over reporte th Xerala would not get 
the proposed caprolactum plant and the railwe, .oach factory. He wae 
awaiting detaile before taking up the iseue wit. the Centre. He said 
he had urged MPs from the state, especially those of Congress (I), to 
exert pressure on the Centre for conceding this claim of Kerala.

RSS TAKES STAND ON ASSAM, MARXISTS, HILL TRIBES

{Text ] Nagpur, March 23--The akhil-—Bharat pratinidhi sabha of the RSS 
ended ite three-day session here today without discussing the question 
of dual membership of the Janata party workers. 


But a resolution on the iesue merely noted that there was no need to 
discuss it now. Earlier, the sangh executive had expressed a similar 
view. 


However, it passed strongly-worded resolutions on three other sensitive 
issues. 


One of them condemned the infiltration of “foreigners” into Assam and 
urged the Central government to take strong measures to expel then. 


Another resolution attacked the secessionist movement in some north- 
eastern states and said the poiscaous seed of separation had been sown 
in the minds of the hill tribes in the area by Christian missionaries 
over the last one and a half centuries. 


The third resolution alleged that the CPM workers had been resorting to 
violence against RSS volunteers in Kerala and reminded the Kerala govern- 
ment of ite responsibility to the entire state and its people and not 
merely to the CPM. 


"Political Conspiracy" 


The resolution on Assam stated that the massive people's movement in that 
state, launched under the joint leadership of the All-Assam Students’ 
Union and the Gana Sangram Parishad against the “foreign” infiltrators, 
had indeed succeeded in drawing the attention of the entire country 
towards the Assam problem. 
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It had aleo, because of ite restrained conduct, earned the appreciation 
of all our countrymen. In apite of deliberate attempts by certain ele- 
mente to mislead and distort the movement by inetigating violent out- 
burete here and there, the leaders had conducted the movement with 
patience and understanding. 


The sabha hoped that in future also, they would continue to solve their 
problems through peaceful means. The Assam problem today was the result 
of a deep-laid political conspiracy of planned Muslim infiltration car- 
ried out over the last several decades, 


Thies problem assumed an additional dimension when a large number of Hindu 
refugees entered Assam after being perpetually persecuted in the former 
East Pakistan and later in Bangladesh, leaving them with no choice other 
than crossing over to India. 


India, it must be remembered, remained the only country in the world 
which displaced Hindus considered as their home. 


The sabha was of the firm opinion that the problem should not be viewed 
through narrow provincial or party interests but in the light of the 
needs of national integrity and security. 


It was no doubt difficult to find a cut-and-dried solution to this prob- 
lem, which had been rendered complex through prolonged indifference and 
even if one was found, its implementation was bound to meet with various 
hurdles. 


However, any further procrastination or any attempt at a mere stop-gap 
solution would only lead to a far greater crisis at a future date. 


The sabha urged the Centre to rehabilitate the refugees in the whole coun- 
try and pursue such firm policies as would ensure that there was no 
recurrence of the problem in the future. 


In another resolution, the sabha “took serious note of the rising tempo 
of violence and arson being indulged in by the ruling Marxist party in 
Kerala, particularly after it had assumed office recently. 


“Even though the violence was perpetrated by raising the bogey of RSS, all 
those who are in oppositiou were subjected to these mrderous attacks." 


The sabha strongly condemmed the attempts of certain elements in Mizoram, 
Meghalaya, Nagaland, Triputa, Manipur and other hill states in the eastern 
region to generate feelings of hatred against the people from other 
provinces residing there by depicting them as foreigners. Certain people 
had indulged in murder, arson and terrorism against them with a view to 
driving them out of the territory. 
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"The present cry raised in the areas for secession from Bharat and the 
establishment of independent national entities is the bitter fruit of 
the poisonous seed of separation sown in the minds of the hill tribes 
by foreign Christian missionaries. These persons had indulged in con- 
vereions under the guise of humanitarian service," the resolution said, 


The sabha's considered opinion was that the missionaries had done 
immense damage to the hill tribes whose independent ethos had been pro- 
tected by the liberal outlook of the Hindu society for thousands of 
years. 


The executive appealed to the people in these areas not to allow their 
cause to become a pawn in the game of foreign hands. It called upon 
them to (ight along with the rest of the people in strengthening the 
country. 


The sabha also expressed serious concern over the atrocities in Paras- 
bigha, Pipra and other places and condemned the incidents. 


It appealed to leaders of political parties not to exploit communal 
tensions for political ends. It called upon the press not to present 
such incidents in a manner which would incite communal feelings and sow 
the seeds of dissension in society. 


The sabha called for stern action against the perpetrators of the 
atrocities. 


UNI adds: Today's decision on the dual membership issue meant rejection 
of the Janata party suggestion to bar members of Parliament and legis- 
lators from the day-to-day activities of the Sangh.

HOME MINISTER: RSS HAS INFILTRATED POLICE FORCE 
Bombay THE TIMES OF INDIA in English 24 Mar 80 p 1 


[Text] Chandigarh, March 23--The Union home minister, Mr. Zail Singh, 
today expressed concern over “the infiltration of RSS men in the police 
force during the past three years of Janata rule, particularly in the 
northern states." 


In the course of a 30-minute question-and-answer session with newsmen 
here, he ascribed the recent clashes between demonstrators and policemen 
to the "mischief and conspiracy by disruptive elements working invisibly 
within the police force." 


Mr. Singh said the home ministry proposed to weed out the disruptive 
elements from the police forces and other services. 


The home ministry would institute an inquiry to identify and eliminate 
these elements, Mr. Singh added. 


He refused to divulge the nature of the inquiry lest such elements should 
go underground. 


He replied in the affirmative when asked if "disruptive elements other 
than the RSS” too had infiltrated into the police force. 


In reply to another question, he concurred with the view, attributed to 
Mr. Raj Narain, that RSS men had infiltrated into the information and 
broadcasting ministry. 


Asked to specify the short and long-term measures the Centre was con- 
templating to curb clashes between demonstrators and policemen, Mr. Singh 
said he had summoned the IGP's of all states for a conference in New 
Delhi in the first week of April. 


He agreed that the police should not have lathi-charged the blind 
demonstrators in New Delhi. At the same time, he wondered how 160 
blind demonstrators managed to reach the place (near parliament) with- 
out the help of some “outside agency or conspiracy." 
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Referring to che recent clash at Gwalior between lawyers and the police, 
he again said the government suspected some mischief behind it. "The 
police and the lawyers coming to blows appears purposeless,' he remarked. 


He pointed out that the state government had suspended the city police 
inepector of Gwalior and inetituted a judicial probe into the incident. 
It was to be conducted by a sitting judge of a high court outeide 
Madhya Pradesh. 


A neweman asked how would the home minister view the settlement prospects 
in Assam after the rejection by the students of the "1971 cut-off line 
formula" offered by the Centre. 


"The agitators have rejected the formula, not the students," Mr. Singh 
pointed out. He was optimistic about a solution based on 1971 as the 
cut-off line. 


Asked where would the government shift the post-1971 settlers who would 
be displaced if the formla was implemented, Mr. Singh said the govern- 
ment had fully considered this aspect when it offered the formula. 


In reply to a question on whether the Centre had asked the Janata- 
appointed governors to resign, Mr. Singh said there was "no proposal to 
remove then." 


He stated that when the Janata government came to power, some governors 
were told that they should either resign or they would be removed. 


Mr. Singh said, “They (the governors appointed under the Janata rule) 
should offer to go. I had hoped that some governors would resign just 
like an advocate-general resigns with the removal of a government (that 
appointed him)." 


UNI adds: There is no proposal to postpone general elections in the nine 
states whose legislative assemblies have been dissolved, said Mr. Zail 
Singh here today. 


Mr. Singh told reporters at a breakfast meeting that the elections were 
likely to be held simultaneously in all these states. However, no deci- 
sion had been taken so far, he added. 


He evaded answering a question whether elections in Assam would also be 
held with those in the other states.

FAMINE EMERGENCY PLAN--New Delhi, April 13: Indian Prime Minister Indira 
Gandhi has called for a 12-point emergency plan to prevent famine in seven 
states hit by a severe drought. Mrs. Gandhi, who visited some of the worst 
hit areas in northern Uttar Pradesh state, said last week she was so shocked 
that she had ordered provision of drinking water put on a war footing. 

Her plan for immediate action calls for strong measures against black mar- 
keteere, profiteers and hoarders, intencification of the food-for-work pro- 
gramme and the appointment of full-time relief officers to the districts 
most serious affected by food scarcity and unemployment. Agriculture Minis- 
ter Rao Birendra Singh has forwarded the plan to the state administrations 
in Uttar Pradesh, Madhya Pradesh, Bihar, Orissa, Rajasthan, Maharashtra

(Summary) Our army and guerrillas throughout the country continue to raise 
the guerrilla war banner, more vigorously attacking the enemy and striving 
to totally fulfill or surpas the April targets. 


The southwestern battlefield: 


Angkor Chey District--We attacked the enemy at Phum (Sre Che), Phum (M' rum) 
and Phum (Tram Chek) on 12 March; at Phum Thnaot and Phum Ta Aok on 14 March; 
near Tani destroying a l0-wheel truck on 16 Marc ly at Phum Angkor Chey, Phum 
(Kasekar), Phum (Phnum Ta Maoch) and Phum (Tramtrel) on 18 and 19 March; 

and at Phum (Pek Khang Diev) and Phum Thmei on 20 March. We killed or 
wounded 81 enemy troops in the district. 


Kampot District--We ambushed an enemy convoy entering Phum (Chong) on 14 March; 
4 militiamen and Khmer soldiers surrendered to our guerrillas in Chhuk 
bringing with them 5 AK's on 18 March; militiamen in Phum (Trapeang Trai), 

Khum Prapeang Rang rebelled against the Vietnamese troops on 25 March; we 
inflicted 71 casualties in Kampot. 


The Battambang battlefield: 


In Samlot District, we killed or wounded 72 enemy troops in the attacks west 
of Phnum Ta Ngaol on 31 March; at (Daeum Thuren), 0 Choar, Phum Sre Andong, 
and along the newly surfaced road on 2 and 5 April; at Phum (Kancham Kre), 
(O Rang Then) and (0 Ta Toeng) on 6 and 7 April. 


Bavel District: We attacked the enemy on Phnum 182 and Phnum 187 north 
of Trang, and when they moved out of Trang on 30 and 31 March; and at (Chamkar 
Tra Tram) and on Phnum 187 on 2 April, inflicting 103 killed or wounded.

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FORMER LAO GENERAL VANG PAO INTERVIEWED 
BK200746 Bangkok NATION REVIEW in English 20 Apr 80 pp 9, 14 
{"Exclusive Interview With Vang Pao," by Suthichai Yun] 


[Excerpts] "Well, you must have heard of my former reputation in Laos 
fighting against the North Vietnamese..," he said with a big grin, and 
shifted in his chair restlessly. 


General Vang Pao was obviously full of nostalgia. Not once through the 
interview at the Sheraton Boston Hotel did he show any sign of hesitance 
in anewering questions. The 50-year-old short, sinewy former tough leader 
of the Hmong fighters in Laos gestured vigorously. 


"As you know, at the time my Hmong force was not huge. But I could keep 
several divisions of Vietnamese troops at bay in Laos. There was no way 
they could wipe us out," Vang Pao, now the chief Lao refugee in the 
United States, said. 


"I had only about 11,000 Hmong hilltribe fighters on my side. The Vietnamese 
were scared of me and they had about 60,000 in Laos then,” he added, his 
oice rising sharply as he recalled the "good old days" of his American- 
backed war experience. 


Vang Pao fled Laos on May 14, 1975 a few hours before the communist take- 
over of Laos was completed. Now, his name card carries a title of 
“president of Lao Family Community Incorporation" a nonprofit organization 
taking care of Lao refugees with an office in Santa Ana, California. 


He and his family have settled in a 200-hectare farm in Montana, cultivat- 
ing barley. 


"I decided to leave my country after a meeting with Prince Souvanna Phouma, 
then prime minister, on May 5, 1975 in Vientiane when I was told not to 
put up a fight against the advancing communists," Vang Pao said--his 
bitterness growing. 
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He said after the meeting with Souvanna Phouma that day, he went home and 
did some serious thinking. "There was a clause in the truce between the 
rightiste and the communist at the time that if one side attacked the other 
first in violation of the agreement, the other party had the righte to 
defend iteelf. The Vietnamese attacked us several times, we could not 
possibly refuse to defend ourselves. My impression then was that I was 
being told to tie my hands and feet and offer my head on the chopping 
block..." 


Vang Pao became very emotional at this point, 


"I was also sure that North Vietnam would seek foreign troops to wipe us 
out. And I was also certain the Prince Souvanna Phouma as head of the 
coalition government would sign approval of the request. Several divisions 
of Soviet troops might have come. China, then still a friend of Vietnam, 
could have sent troops. And the North Koreans and Cubans might have also 
been invited in, if they had come and surrounded us in our base. We would 
have been forced to fight. The world would have condemned me for not 

being peace-loving..." 


The commander of the ClA-backed secret Hmong army decided to leave. 


Vang Pao said the Vietnamese were to come all the way down to Long Cheng, 
his military headquarters, at 2.00 p.m. on May 14, 1975, "so, I had to 
leave by mid-day--on a helicopter which dropped me at Deja airstrip (the 
place was named by him after a Thai military officer who died there in 
1966) about 30 kms southeast of Long Cheng. From Deja, he flew into 

the northeastern province of Udon Thani of Thailand. 


What was the advice from his American CIA friends at the time of his sudden 
departure from his base? Vang Pao said: “The Americans said nothing. 

You know, it was all polices. They didn't give me advice one way or the 
other--to leave or to stay. We still had a government and our king was 
still in power. The Americans didn't want to say anything..." 


Vang Pao said he had no intention to seek refuge in the United States in 
the first place. "I asked the Thai Government at the time for permission 
to stay in Thailand but the prime minister, M. R. Khukrit Pramot, told me 
in a very nice way that since I had fought very hard against the 
communists in Laos, it would be dangerous for me to stay so close. He 
asked me to leave for either France or the United States at least for a 
while until the situation settled down..." 


Vang Pao met M. R. Khukrit in June, 1975, at his Suan Plu residence for a 
"friendly meal." He left Bangkok on June 16 for Paris, carrying a 
diplomatic passport stamped by the Laotian Embassy in the Thai capital. 
American officials later arranged for him and his family to settle down 
in the ranch in Montana. 


"I left with three other persons--an aide-de-camp, a one-year-old son, and 
one of my wives," he said. 
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Early in 1976, Vang Pao wrote a letter to Prime Minister Khukrit seeking 
permission again to return to Thailand. "The reply was that the aituation 

was not too conducive, He asked me to atay in the United States for two to 
three more yeara--until the situation returned to normal, He wae very kind 

to me. He said if everything worked out fine, I could stay in Thadland, 

I could very well understand the difficult position Thailand was in--being 

a frontline state in the middle between communist and free world countries..." 


In 1977 Vang Pao said a former Thai colleague of his visited him in Montana 
and complained to him that the situation in Thailand then was "chaotic," 
The former Hmong fighter, saying he wanted to help Thailand, began to hatch 
a plot. 


"I told my Thai friend that he could use my name to stir up confusion in 
Laos. I said rumours could be spread to the effect that I had sneaked 
back into Laos to lead a resistance movement so that there would be 
confusion and wild speculation about me in Laos. This would have given 
Thailand some breathing space," Vang Pao said, exuding pride. 


"Il was willing to let my name be exploited--as long as Thailand was safe," 
he added, 


Whether his scheme worked or not remains doubtful. "But you must have 
noticed that during 1977-1978, my name appeared in print and other places 
nearly everyday..." 


One particularly widespread rumour was that he had gone to China. 


"No, I didn't go to China, but the story was trumped up to help Thailand. 
I rely on Thailand which I consider my elder brother's land." 


The Hmong leader exclaimed with delight when he discussed his personal 
"fabrication campaign." It was, he claimed, very "successful." He said 
he had done everything possible to help Thailand which he described as 
"the only hope for us." 


What about the rumour that China had approached him to lead a resistance 
group back in Laos? 


Vang Pao paused for a moment before hedging: “Anyone who wants to approach 
me would have to do it through the United States and Thailand. If these 
two countries say it's all right to move ahead, I will follow the decision. 
I am not against accepting assistance from all countries. But I must 

first seek advice from the United States and Thailand.” 


But was there really an approach from China on this issue? "Nothing 
official but there were casual talks from the outside. Some people talked 
about it in the foodshop, for example. But there was nothing official. 

Of course, I can't commit myself to anything like that. It's up to the 
Americans and the Thais. It would be improper to deal directly with the 
Chinese." 
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Vang Pao, for the first time in the interview, made a political statement 
which could have far-reaching consequences: 


"I know of course that I and the Chine.» will in the future have to have some 
kind of cooperation. The Chinese will certainly help us but my condition 

is of course that approval must firet be given by the Americans and the 
Thais sf ” 


The Americans, he added, have no current plan along this line. "I think 
politics will change in the future. I know for sure that Vietnam cannot 
dominate Laos forever. Gods in heaven would not allow this. Vietnam 
itself fought against domination by the Chinese and the French in history. 
They should realize this fact. They cannot be our bosses." 


About 3,000 to 4,000 of his former fighters have joined him in America. 
After Vang Pao left Laos, some 40,000 Hmong streamed westward from the 
plain of Jars along Route 7 trying to reach the Mekong River--only to 
encounter severe firing from Pathet Lao troops. 


"There were a total of .000 Hmonge in Laos before. About 85,000 have 
left the country and a! 351,000 have been resettled abroad. The rest 
are being taken care at refugee camps in Thailand,” he reported. He said 
he had rejected a proposal to move a number of Hmong refugees in Thailand 
to Bolivia. 


"They consulted me and I said, 'No.' Wherever Laotian refugees are moved 
to, they always consulted me first. I didn't agree with the plan to 
resettle Hmong refugees in Bolivia because the UN was not involved. ' 
Besides, coups are a common thing there and my people may end up being 
caught up in bloodshed in that country." 


Turning his discussions back to the internal situation in Laos, Vang Pao 
said he knew that several former Laotian generals had been funnelling 
funds back to their own--resistance groups in the country. 


"When Laos started to talk about a truce in 1957, we were split into 
several groups--those in the South, Central Plains, the Vientiane group 
and my group which controlled all the 17 hilltribes, with a total 
population of 1.5 million. We tried to come to good terms with the 
military officers but they all unfortunately were affiliated one way 
or the other with political parties. 


"Now, there were three big factions in Laotian politics before. First, 
the Vientiane group under Kouprasith and Sananikorn. Then, there was 
the Luang Prabang group of Prince Souvanna Phouma, many of the members 
being former MPS from the North. The third faction was from the South." 


According to Vang Pao, the Vientiane group has been providing funds from 
abroad to a faction of the resistance group back in Laos. but their 
men on the scene there were involved in some "immoral" business, he 
claimed, rendering the resistance work ineffective. 
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Kong Le, who staged a coup in Laos in 1960, ia known to be leading another 
resistance group from France. “He is the one who has been talking about 
the 16 provinces in northeast Thailand being part of Laos. And that is why 
Thailand would never welcome him. It is just not the kind of thing to 

talk about. Thailand has helped Laos eo much in every way in the past 

that we will never be able to repay our debts..." 


Vang Pao said his compatriots had asked him to help restore Laos back to 
the old system. "If and when the door is open for me to return either to 
Thailand or Laos, I'll take the next plane home," 


He said he had been receiving complete reports about his fleeing Hmong 
fighters back in Laos. "I know of many ambushes by the resistance group 
against the government troops. But I have also gathered reports of the use 
of poisonous chemicals against us." 


About 40,000 to 50,000 Hmong hilltribers have died, he said, in the war in 
Laos since 1975. "Now, there must be about 300,000 Hmongs back in Laos." 


Vi «© ?ao said he had instructed all remaining Hmong fighters to stop the 
exodus out of the country despite the bombing and a severe drive by the 
communist troops. 


"I told them to stay on there in the hills. If they should die, let them 
be buried there. Why flee? Living abroad is a big problem. As long as 
they stay inside, there is still hope," he said. 


The United States Central Intelligence Agency (CIA) came to Vang Pao in 
1961. "When the CIA came, I didn't know who they were except that my 
government had sent them to me. To me, all Americans sent to Laos were 
from their government--related somehow to the military activities there. 
I worked with them. Their missions were mostly outside the country--not 
within. Now that I have lived in America, my connection with the CIA 
has been severed. I don't have any contact with the CIA now. 


Vang Pao believes that the American intelligence system is still the best 
in the world. 


Why did they lose the Indochina war then? "Who said they lost the war?" 
Vang Pao became very excited. “Let me be frank with you. If the 
Americans had wanted to hit North Vietnam then, they could have done it 
in three hours. But if they had taken over North Vietnam, what would 
have been the consequence? It would have meant that several million 
American soldiers would have to be sent to the Vietnamese-Chinese border 
to prevent a counterattack from China at the time. So, that was the risk 
the US didn't want to take..." 


Vang Pao leaned back in his chair and fell briefly into a moment of self- 
reflection. 








"Are you writing your memoirs?" I asked. 


"I have all the materials ready but I cannot write my memoirs until all 
my missions are accomplished," he said, his eyes popping wide. 


The wait appears long and futile. And Vang Pao seems to have reconciled 
himself to the fact that the next miseion may never come,

[Text] Kathmandu, March 23 (PTI)--Panchas in Nepal who reportedly suc- 
ceeder 1 closing their ranks, would now appear to have split into fac- 
tione, . -cording to press reports. 


Moth + md has said that as the referendum is drawing near, the Panchas 
“who e trying to put up a bold face, appear manifestly nervous for the 
obvious reason that technically they have no party and as such no leader 
to spearhead their campaign against the multi-party camp." 


It observed that every Pancha stalwart in a sense is a leader when in 
power but "a nobody" when out of power. 


Referring to the recent joint statement by former Prime Ministers of 
Nepal, Dr Tulsi Giri, Mr Kirti Nidhi Bista, N. P. Rijal and M. P. Koirala, 
the rumours that the partyless system was fraught with dissensions was 
unfounded, Motherland said the statement "in fact means they were always 
divided." It declared "in summation, the Panchayat is in a shambles." 


A weekly, Arati, said that hardliners in the Panchas are again on the 
top. The belief that reforms in the Panchayat system would mean inviting 
party system and loss of its partyless character “is gaining in strength 
among Panchas. This has dismayed Panchas who desire reforms."

“There is, therefore, a possibility of reformists including Prime Minister 
Surya Bahadur Thapa, quitting the Panchayat system. It is realised that 
defeat of the system (at the referendum) would be certain if liberal 
Panchas are reduced to minority,” the weekly said. 


Another weekly, Charcha, observed that Nepal may face a serious political 
crisis in the near future. Panchas, it said, have been split into three 
factions. Further, it pointed out that there existed a group of senior 
Panchas “wishing to walk out of the Panchayat cam." 
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A veteran Pancha, Mr D. P. Adhikari, says in an article that the party- 
less Panchayat system, as a national force, must now be able to embrace 
not only the common people but all nationalist and democratic elements 
as well. 


Matribhumi weekly has said that groupism has now become so rampant among 
Panchas that they themselves were wondering whether the partyless

MCNAMARA ANNOUNCES LNCREASE IN WORLD BANK LOANS TO |... -AL 
Kathmandu THE RISING NEPAL in English 20 Apr 80 p 1 


(Text) Kathmandu, April 19--World Bank President Robert McNamara arrived 
here this afternoon at the invitation of His Majesty's Government, On 
hand to receive him at the airport were National Planning Commission Vice- 
Chairman Dr. Ratna Shumshere Rana, Finance Secretary Gorakchha Bahadur 
Nucche Pradhan and other officials, reports RSS. 


Talking to newsmen at the airport, Mr. McNamara said in the next few months 
negotiations will be held with Nepali officials for approximately 65 million 
US dollars for various projects in forestry, agriculture, irrigation and 
drinking water supply and sewerage. 


Stating that the World Bank group has provided since 1969 over 200 million 
US dollars for projects related to agriculture, power, telecommunications, 
highways, touriem, water supply and technical education, he said that most 
of the assistance had been in agriculture which provides the livelihood 
for the overwhelming majority of the population. 


Pointing out that since transport and communication difficulties have 
hindered the growth of industry and trade, the World Bank group have also 
provided assistance for two highways and three telecommunications projects, 
the World Bank President said, "I am pleased to say that lending activities 
for Nepal will continue to increase." 


He said, “As you know, the bulk of the resources--human and material--for 
development comes from within the developing countries themselves. in 
line with your readiness to implement the necessary and often difficult 
measures that constitute the basis of any serious development effort, we 
are prepared to assist projects of high priority within the framework of 


Nepal's development programme."

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PORMER MINISTER WARNS OF IMPENDING CRISES 
Bombay THE TIMES OF INDIA in English 24 Mar 80 p 9 


(Text) Kathmandu, March 23--Dr. D. R. Regmi, former foreign minister and 
multi-party leader, today warned that “in Nepal, we are sitting on top of 
smouldering volcano with dangerous economic and political portents." 


In an interview, Dr. Regmi criticised the official tours undertaken by 
the Prime Minister, Mr. S. B. Thapa, to condemn, by implication, the 
multi-party system as “foreign inspired, divisive and opposed to national 
interest" especially at a time when his (Mr. Thapa's) ministry was com- 
mitted to holding an impartial referendum. 


Dr. Regmi, who headed the banned Nepali Rashtriya Congress, said there 
was 4 grave economic crisis in Nepal. The economic commission set up 
nine months ago had been unable to show the way out while development 
and administration activities had come to a virtual standstill. “There 
is even talk of substantial diversion of resources for political pur- 


poses,” he alleged. 


He cautioned the ruling group againet the use of “money power" to sway 
voting in the referendum in favour of the panchayat systen. 


The veteran leader said: “Ultimately, the blame will go to King Birendra 
if his government is unable or unwilling to hold the scales evenly in the 
referendum. The Crown has to be very careful that the impression does 
not get around that one of the two sides in the referendum has its 
support." 


Dr. Regmi declared that patriotism was not the monopoly of the partyless 
panchayat leaders. It was improper for the prime minister, Mr. Thapa, 
to imply in speeches that only the partyless system could safeguard the 
unity and integrity of the kingdom and maintain law and order. 


Regarding the issue of Nepalese participation in the Moscow Olympics, 
Dr. Regmi said: “Nepal seems to be outcartering the U.S. President 
Mr. Jimmy Carter, himself." 
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While supporting the Nepalese policy of demanding the withdrawal of Soviet 
troope from Afghanistan, he said he personally favoured Nepal's partici- 
pation in the Moscow Olympics. 


Dr. Regmi eaid the stand taken yesterday by 14 European countries to 
participate in the Moscow Olympice and opposing the American move for 


holding parallel Olympic games eleewhere further vindicated his own 
views.

RUSSIA, INDIA OPPOSE NONALINED STATUS FOR AFGHANISTAN

[Editorial: "Russian Army's Return From Afghanistan") 


[Text] In connection with the massacre in Afghanistan, Russia will be 
blamed until its last soldier leaves the Afghan land, To this end, Afghan 
fighters, and now [ordinary] citizens of Kabul and Kandhar, are sacrificing 
their lives and setting up an example of "buying independence with their 
blood.” 


In addition to condemnation of the Soviet aggression, attempts to force 
Russia to teke its army out of Afghanistan are being made on an international 
level. An important attempt in this regard is the proposal of the Evropean Economic 
Community (EEC). The Russian embassy in London has been officially informed 
of the basic pointe of this proposal. Two senior officials of the french 
foreign ministry will be visiting Moscow in this connection.

BALANCED GROWTH IN FOREIGN TRADE 
Karachi DAWN in English 30 Apr 80 pp I, IV 


(Text] The cause of satisfaction over our foreign trade is not only that 
exports have grown by about 50 percent in value during the nine months 
ending on March 31, over the corresponding period in fiscal year 1978-79 
but also that the rate of increase in imports is now lese than half of the 
growth rate in exports, 


The contribution to this betterment of the foreign trade position is, of 
course, that of more discipline and rationalisation on the import side. 
But the main contribution is that of increase in exports, without which 
even this smaller volume of imports compared to 1978-79 would have been a 
source of great anxiety. 


The foreign trade is expected to be better balanced in view of the declining 
trend in letters of credit for future imports although the imbalance in the 
first half of the current financial year still amounted to as much as about 
Rs. 10 billion. 


VALUE & QUANTITY: With steep price increases in world commodity markets 
throughout 1979, our export values were bound to go up, although the 
extents of increase in the sphere of primary and semi-manufactured items 
from developing countries were small compared to the sphere of manufactures 
and capital goods from industrialised countries. From the point of view of 
value all our major exports have increased in July-March 1979-80 except 
molasses and tobacco and its manufactures compared to the corresponding 
period in 1978-79. From the point of view of quantity the exports of raw 
cotton, cctton manufactures, rice and petroleum products have gone up but 
the exports of carpets and rugs and leather have declined although owing 
to the international inflation the proceeds from these two categories of 
exports have nevertheless increased. 


TOTAL VALUE RISES ABOVE '78-79: On a total basis Pakistan exported goods 
worth above seventeen and half billion rupees (exact figure being Rs. 
17,577,898,000) in the nine months ending on March 31, 1980, compared to 
less than 12 billion rupees’ worth of goods (the exact figure being

Rs. 11,753,000,000) during the same period in 1978-79. Thus on an overall 
basis our export values have increased by about six billion rupees (the 
exact figure being (Rs. 5,824,898,000) ) the nine-month period under 
consideration. 


RAW COTTON: Exports of raw cotton touched the record level of 1.5 million 
bales in the nine-months of the current fiscal year, the main buyers being 
China, Kong and Japan. Indeed the deal with China was the record 
single deal at nalf a million bales. The expectation for the entire finan- 
cial year export is now raised to two million bales of the approximate value 
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of 231 million US dollars. The estimate of production in the 1979-80 
season also stands revised at 4,2 million bales, These availabilities of 
course, include the carry-over of about two hundred thousand bales from 
the last season, 


It will be noted from the above that the exporte of rice, yarn, cotton 
manufactures and petroleum have increased in quantities but those of carpets 
and rugs and leather have declined; however, the proceeds from the exports 
of carpets, rugs and leather have increased obviously because of the high 
prices in foreign markets. The following table of figures will give a 

clear idea of the rise in the values of our exports, The figures relate to 
the period July-January (seven months) 1979-80 compared to the corresponding 
period of 1978-79, 


(To the moment of writing these lines the detailed figures for February and 
March 1980 were under compilation in Central Statistical Office). 


MIDDLE EAST & "OTHER ASIA" ARE THE BIGGEST BUYERS: Looking at the direction 
of our exports, the significant changes that have taken place may be men- 
tioned as follows: 


(i) The share of the Middle East, which comprises RCD and the other Middle 
Eastern Asian and African countries (Saudi Arabia prominently) in the export 
values has steeply risen from 18 percent in July-January 1978-79 to 27.9 
percent in July-January 1979-80, 


(ii) The share of Western Europe (EEC, EFTA and others) has declined over 
the same period from 28.1 percent to 25.2 percent. 


(iii) North American share (the USA and Canada) has also fallen from 8,3 
percent to 5.9 percent. 


(iv) The share of "Other Asia” (Japan, Hong Kong, China, Bangladesh and 
other non-Middle Eastern Asian countries) stood highest at 28.4 percent 

in July-January 1979-80 although compared to the same period of 1978-79, 

it had come down by 5.5 percent. This means that in 1979-80 the Middle 
East absorbed a good part of our exports which in 1978-79 had moved towards 
Western Europe and "Other Asia," 


(v) Eastern Europe (the USSR, Poland, Hungary, Czechoslovakia and others) 
increased their combined share in our exports from 4,3 percent in July- 
January 1978-79 to 5.2 percent in July-January 1979-80, 


(vi) The share of non-Middle Eastern African countries in our total exports 
fell from 6.3 percent in 1978-79 (July-January) to 3.7 percent 1979-80,

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Our exports to each of the other areas (Oceania, Central America and South 
America) are negligible (less than 1 percent) mainly because of the paucity 
of shipping facility although the scope and demand for our goods in those 
areas are very good, 


These are the directions in which future export efforte should be concen- 
trated, 


INDIVIDUAL COUNTRIES: In July-January 1979-80 Hong Kong (at 7.9 percent) 
has been our biggest buyer followed by Japan (7.2 percent) although compared 
to the corresponding period in 1978-79 their share in our total exports 
declined, Saudi Arabia at 5.8 percent of our total exports was the third 
largest buyer of our goods in the seven months ending on January 31, 1980, 
followed by the USA at 5.3 percent, Iran (in spite of disturbed conditions), 
China, Kuwait, the UAE, India, Bangladesh and the USSR increased their pur- 
chases in July-January 1979-80 compared to the corresponding period in 
1978-79, The countries which imported less from Pakistan in July~-January 
1979-80 compared to 1978-79 are the USA, the UK, France, Switzerland and 

a few others. Exports to Western Germany remained constant at the level of 
the last year. 


SHARE OF MANUFACTURES: A notable feature of our exports this year is that 
the share of manufactured goods and semi-manufactures in our total exports 
in July-January 1979-80 (seven months) declined from 70.5 percent in July- 
January 1978-79 to 61.8 percent in July-January 1979-80, although in 
absolute terms we exported more semi-manufactures and manufactured goods 
this year than last year, The reason is not far to seek, The percentage 
of processed and manufactured items declined because of the preponderance 
of raw cotton in our exports this year. The following figures will explain 
the situation:

However, the situation calls for more concerted efforts to increase indus- 
trial production to have greater value-added surpluses for export. The 
manufacturing sector's growth rate in 1978-79 was 4.8 percent. This year 
the rate should be higher. 
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TARGETS WILL BE SURPASSED: It is almost certain that even the twice- 
revised targets for exports in 1979-80 (full financial year) will be 
surpassed, Our export values rose by 15 percent in 1977-78 over 1976-77, 
and by 30 percent in 1978-79 over 1977-78. Now the estimate is that of 

50 percent in 1979-80, The overall target for fiscal year 1979-80 is 2.25 
billion dollars or about 22,50 billion rupees. However, the import estimate 
is as high ae 4,30 billion dollars or 43 billion rupees which includes 
petroleum import of 12 billion dollars or 12 billion rupees, Petroleum 
prices have risen by 150 percent in the last three years, 


PREDOMINANCE OF TRADITIONAL ITEMS; It is estimated that about 55 percent 

of our merchandise export earnings are obtained through a few traditional 
items: raw cotton, cotton yarn and fabrics, carpets, fish, rice, leather. 
petroleum products etc., and only 25 percent worth, about 500 million dollars, 
from a large variety of other items. There are serious barriers like quota, 
tariff and price manipulation against manufacture exports to industrialised 
States. 


NEW HORIZONS: To develop new liems of export yielding high values is a 
real problem of our export trade and it can be solved only by economic 
development in new fields within the country. Some of the potentialities 
within our reach can be enumerated as follows: 


(1) Mimeral development should be given an export bias. Chromite, baryte, 
rock salt gypsum, magnesite, mica, limestone, sulphur, marble and copper 
have tremendous potentialities for export. 


(2) Precious stones in which the country abounds can be developed into 
a very big item of export. 


(3) Jewelry made of precious metals can also be developed into a large 
export item, Bank of Switzerland in its January-February 1980 issue 
informs : 


"The steepest price increases on the world's commodity markets were 
recorded by precious metals in 1979. The reasons for this boom are widely 
known: rising inflation rates in practically all major industrial nations 
and the mounting political tension in all parts of the world with the 
corresponding flight into tangible assets." 


There is a strong demand for precious stones and precious metals in the OPEC, 
particularly in the Middle East. This demand has increased after the 
American freezing of the Iranian assets in U.S. banks. Gold has become so 
costly that the old project of extracting gold from the sands of river 

Sind is no more uneconomic. 


(4) Petroleum products have emerged as a new big item of export. On the 
example of Bahrein we can import more crude oil, expand our refining 
capacity, manufacture petroleum products in a wider range and export. 
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(5) Japan has started exporting water to the Middle East, Pakistan is 
rich in mineral waters, particularly in the NWFP and Baluchistan. Our 
transportation cost will be low compared to the export of drinking water 
all the way from Japan to the Middle East, 


(6) Services like subcontracting in the engineering field can be developed 
into a big source of export earning. 


(7) Construction contracts in the Middle East, which can also create a 
large market for the building materials and components manufactured in 
Pakistan, should be developed as a means of foreign exchange earning. 


(8) By establishing modern dairies and big farms on modern lines for the 
production of foodgrains, vegetables, fruits, meat, poultry, etc., we can 
feed the Middle East at much cheaper prices than Australia, Western Europe, 
Canada, the U.S.A. and Argentina are doing or can do, Medicinal herbs and 
tourism are among other opportunities for increasing the country's foreign 
exchange earnings. 


RESEARCH AND SURVEY: However, all this requires first of all a countrywide 
survey and research to find out and discover new items and new potentialities 
and opportunities for export. Such a survey must be instituted without 
further delay.

NATION TO ACQUIRE TANKER FLEET

[Text] Mr Mohyuddin Baloch, Federal Minister for Communications, has 
disclosed that Pakistan will acquire a tanker fleet to carry the maximum 
amount of crude oil as "we feel that lack of our own crude carrying capac- 
ity leaves us most vulnerable both economically and strategically." 


He was inaugurating here yesterday the seminar on Ports and Shipping 
Problems and Policies, organised by the Planning and Development Division, 
Federal Ministry of Communications and the Pakistan Natioral Shipping 
Corporation, 


The Minister said that the Government plans to purchase bulk carriers 
enabling us to carry all the requirements of the Pakistan Steel Mills for 
coal, ore and coke, 


Mr Baloch said it was our aim to carry the maximum amount of liner cargo 
as postulated in the 40:40:20 formula of the United Nations Conference on 
Trade and Development Code of Conduct for liner conferences. 


As regards bulk cargoes it will be our endeavour to acquire our owm capa- 
bility for carrying all our crude oil imports and substantial capacity for 
dry bulk cargoes, he added, 

Regarding the rehabilitation of general cargo fleet, he said with the 
assistance of friendly countries contracts had been concluded for the 
acquisition of 19 general cargo vessels of about 15,000 deadweight tonnage 
each, 


The Minister said that the Government has always given top priority to ports 
and shipping affairs. In this regard he enlisted the following endeavours: 


(a) Improvement and development of Karachi Port facilities. 


(b) Port Qasim--a new and original venture in the process of construction. 
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(c) Development of a miniport at Gwadar to serve as a fish harbour, 
(d) Augmentation of PNSC fleet through acquisition of new shipe, 
(e) Work ordere for Karachi Shipyard and Engineering Worke. 


(f{) Wew campus for 4 Marine Academy,

(Excerpt) Hundreds of widows, orphans and destitutes in Multan Division, 
whose hopes had been boosted by promises of relief have been shattered. 
The prospects of their deliverance from hunger and want, which looked so 
bright and rosy following the announcement of enforcement of Islamic laws 
have gradually grown dim. 


The procedure of assessment, collection and distribution of Zakat and Ushr 
ie still to be spelled out. Although, the Zakat and Ushr Ordinance 1979, 
has been promulgated, yet the district Zakat Committees and other committees 
at low level were ignorant about it. 


Preparation of the detailed lists of destitutes in this division was not 
decided so far. The next step, however, never materialised. The Government 
and bureaucracy as usual dilly dallied after the initial publicity. 


Hopes of these ill-starred people have been belied by the inordinate delay 
in implementing the programme. Several monthe have since elapsed. The 
Council of Islamic Ideology is reported to be sitting tight over the papers. 


Apart from appointing a chief Administrator of Zakat providing him with a 
skeleton staff, no other action appears to have been taken. The Chief Ad- 
ministrator is handicapped by lack of necessary facilities and all his ef- 
forte to break the barriers of official red tapiem are being cold-shouldered 
by the bureaucracy. 


A tentative exercise initiated by the authorities to determine the sources 
and amount of possible income from Zakat and Ushr, has revealed that de- 
posits in saving banks accounts in this division total about Rs. 2700 million 
which are expected to yield an annual income of Rs. 67.5 million. Along 
with the income from Ushr and Zakat and other assets like shares of joint- 
stock comp aies, NIT, insurance, gold-ornament and deposits in post-offices, 
the total income is expected to be Rs. 82 million annually. 


Since the Government has already taken a decision to debit all the expendi- 
ture on the maintenance of Zakat establishment this huge amount could 
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usefully be spent on the relief and rehabilitation of the destitutes in the 
division. Besides providing immediate relief to the needy, numerous wel- 
fare projects can be implemented to enable these people to stand on their 
own feet. These include setting up of professional training centres for 
widows, establishment of orphanages, work houses for the poor, grant of 
stipends to deserving etudents from families with inadequate means and fi- 
nancial aid to religious inetitutions.

EXPORTS UP 100 PERCENT IN 3 YEARS

(text) Pakistan's exports have recorded more than 100 percent rise during 
the last three years, Mr Aftab Ahmad Khan, federal secretary, Economic 
Affaire division, said here yesterday. 


Presiding over the first session of the symposium on "marketing opportunities 
in the 80's," he said bulk of the import comprised fertilizers, edible and 
erude oil. 


He said that the major factor adversely affecting the balance of country's 
trade was the crude oil. He said there was no import of luxury item by 
the Government. 


He ruled out the possibility of devaluation of the currency, and said that 
foreign exchange requirement to the tune of 13 billion dollars shown in 

the current year's Federal Budget had been fulfilled from friendly countries 
and other sources. 


Mr. Aftab underlined the need for mobilising national savings which were 
very low. He seid that in other countries two-third investment was done 
through national savings. About economic control, the Secretary said that 
the Goverment had to resort to this measure in the greater national 
interest. 


He also called for harmonious growth of both private and public sectors for 
the development of the economy. He said great incentives were being pro- 
vided by the Government to the private sector. He referred to the permis- 
sion given to the private sector for the establishment of about five cement 
factories in the country. 


Mr. Aftab said the per capita income of the Karachiites was three times 
higher than the national per capita income.--APP

GOVERNMENT AGRICULTURAL POLICY CRITICIZED 
Islamabad THE MUSLIM in English 17 Apr 80 p 4 
[Editorial: "The Only Way") 


[Text] The increase in the support prices of three of the country's major 
crops--wheat, cotton and rice was inevitable after the reduction late in 
February of the subsidies on fertilizers and the phased withdrawal of im- 
ported pesticides and the abolition of free aerial sprays. When the deci- 
sion to cut back on input subsidies was announced, it was argued that the 
Government was doing so because it wanted to divert resources to water 
management. It had been earlier estimated that fertiliser subsidies alone 
would cost the Government Rs. 1,690 million in the current fiscal year. 
However, following a sharp increase in the international prices, this esti- 
mate was revised later to Rs. 3,750. The February reduction brought the 
subsidy to between Rs. 2,250 and Rs. 2,500 million. Similarly, it was 
argued that since the Government was running huge losses due to maldistri- 
bution, amounting to Rs. 400 million in the Punjab alone in the last 10 
years, and Re. 200 million in Sind, the subsidy on pesticides was with- 
drawn altogether in the above two Provinces. In the NWFP and Baluchistan, 
this facility will be taken back under a phased programme. Free aerial 
sprays were also abolished for the same reason. The above pesticide 
losses work up to an annual average of around Rs. 60 million. Let us be 
generous and put the free aerial spray cost at Rs. 40 million. By with- 
drawing these subsidies, the Government stands to save Rs. 100 million. 
This will be more than nullified by the increase in the support price of 
wheat alone. Add to this the burden on the exchequer due to the upward 
revision in the prices of cotton and rice and the conclusion is inescap- 
able: the Government will be paying more, much more, through the increase 
in support prices than it would be saving by cutting off the pesticide 

and spray concessions. tven in the case of fertiliser, the Government 
will be spending anything between Rs. 560 million and Rs. 810 million more 
than it had budgeted for in the current fiscal year. Even so, the addi- 
tional price burden on the farmers will be of the order of about Rs. 1,500 
million. 


The picture that emerges then, is that both the farmer a» che Government 
will have to pay more--the former in terms of cost escalation and the 
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latter in terms of paying more for reduced subsidies. The Government will 
be saving hardly the amount it wanted to divert to better water nanagement. 
Even if that were possible, it would amount to helping the farmer in another 
and a very important way. Let it be said here, however, that the WAPDA 
Chairman has been proposing that the operation and maintenance costes of 
facilities provided by the public sector--irrigation and drainage infra- 
structure--"should be fully recovered from the beneficiaries of these 
services." He also wants that even the full cost of water-course lining 
should be recovered from the farmers in "financially feasible installments." 
All these proposals the WAPDA boss made at the recent symposium in Lahore 
on Water Resources Management. He obviously has no idea at all about the 
impact these proposals would have on the agrarian economy, if accepted in 
toto. It will not be too speculative to say nonetheless that irrigation 
and other charges may be marginally increased from the new fiscal year. 

The cost of providing public sector facilities to the private farmer has 
risen abnormally over the last 30 years and there is no doubt that a 
rationalisation is called for in all sectors referred to by the WAPDA 
Chairman. This will, however, have to be done most carefully because full 
recovery of benefits given to the farming community will lead to an infla- 
tionary spiral of unprecedented magnitude. 


Pakistan can do nothing to prevent imported inflation from having debili- 
tating impact on its economy but steps can certainly be taken to restrict 
indiscriminate wastage. The inflow of consumer durablee must now be re- 
duced sharply, even by those remitting their earnings ae. The Government 
could start borrowing from Pakistanis working abroad for the import of vi- 
tally needed agro-industrial needs. There has been a tendency to view the 
agricultural sector in watertight isolation. This is the main reason for 
most of our development plans going awry. Modern agriculture needs modern 
technology, modern farming methods, research and, above all, energy. Today, 
the agricultural sector, like the rest of the economy is energy starved and 
it will not move forward unless there is enough motive power to go round. 
The introduction of the latest farming techniques requires an immediate 
reform in the system of land tenure. Subsistence farmers cannot be expected 
to have the huge Massey-Ferguson tractor or put in a scientifically recom- 
mended amount of water or fertiliser. Sooner or later, Pakistan will have 
to introduce cooperative farming. Today, if the Government withdraws subsi- 
dies, it will open the floodgates of runaway inflation of a magnitude which 
will sweep everything before it. The economy can survive only through in- 
creased production. And production cannot increase unless there are struc- 
tural changes in the agrarian economy. The small farmer, as we have said 
before in these columns, is an anachronism. But a dozen small farmers work- 
ing together in a cooperative can revolutionise output. Furthermore, agri- 
culture does not mean wheat, rice and cotton alone. It also means dairy and 
poultry, fertiliser and fruit, fish and vegetables and a host of related 
industries. Cooperative farming will lead to automatic development in these 
fields and give a shot in the arm to the rest of the economy. As we see it 
then, cooperative farming is the only way out. It is one remedy for a 
million economic ailments that this country suffers from.

MAJOR RICE YIELD CONSTRAINTS 
Lahore THE PAKISTAN TIMES in English 31 Mar 80 Supplement p II

[Text] Rice is mainly grown in the province of Punjab (1,182,000 hectares) 
and Sind (735,000 hectares) over a total area in the country of 2.0 million 
hectares with a production of 3.2 million tonnes. Though Pakistan is con- 
tinuously registering increase in its total production yet yield per unit 
area has remained virtually static since 1975. It is quite low as compared 
to other major rice producing countries of the world. One of the major 
causes of low yield per hectare is lack of adoption of recommended rice 
production technology by the farmers. In Pakistan paddy yields of 7.5-9 
tonne have been obtained at experimental stations, at former fields through 
applied research trials and by progressive farmers while the national aver- 
age is only 2.3 ton per hectare. This indicates that there is big scope 
for increasing yield in Pakistan. Therefore, much more emphasis must be 
placed on increasing rice yields per hectare. This could only be achieved 
if some of the major factors necessary for increased production are im- 
proved. These include land preparation, plant population, proper use of 
inputs and adoption of production technology. 


In Pakistan, land preparation is done by primitive indigenous ploughs and 
to a limited extent with tractors. For tillage and levelling operations 
appropriate tractor implements for wet-land preparation are generally not 
used in the country. Levelling is done usually by sohaga (a wooden plank) 
which is not very efficient. Lack of proper land levelling is one of the 
major difficulties in the introduction of mechanical transplanting which 
can only be done when there is precision land levelling. Thus, there is 
great need for development and use of tillage implements which are suitable 
for our conditions. 


The plant population in farmers' field is generally low. This is primarily 
because transplanting is done by hired labour contracted on an area basis 
rd no specific plant population is maintained. Farmers usually do not 
oervise the planting operations. Acute shortage of farm labour at the 
e of transplanting is another c ntributing factor. The solution of this 
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problem lies in either strict supervision by the farmers, the use of 
transplanting machines or direct seeding. 


Fertiliser use in the countryis 45 Kg/ha of N&P which is far below the recom- 
mended dose of 180 Kg/ha of N&P for IRRI type and 75 Kg/ha N&P for Basmati 
types. IRRI varieties are highly fertiliser-responsive and the yield 
potential of these varieties cannot be fully exploited unless the proper 
recommended doses are applied. ' 


It is a usual practice among the farmers that insecticide is applied only 
when there is a pest attack in theif fields. At such times the crop is 
already damaged to a great extent. Yield losses from 10-70% may result 
depending on the level of infestation by the borers. Use of borer-resis- 
tant varieties, improved cultural practices and pesticide application in 
proper dose and time can reduce losses to a greater extent. 


Losses due to weeds have been reported from 5-15%. Very little attention 
is being paid by the farmers to uprooting weeds in their rice fields. One 
of the reasons why the farmers are reluctant to remove the weeds is that 
they use weeds for fodder during Kharif season when it is an acute short- 
age. Manual weeding once or twice during the whole rice season is the 
usual practice. The use of herbicides is not common among the farmers. 


Harvesting and threshing is commonly done by manual labour. In most parts 
of the country, paddy after harvest, remains in the fields for many days and 
even for months especially in the Sind province. This results in harvest 
losses due to shattering, birds and rodents and also contributes directly 

to the excessive amount of broken rice in the milled product. There is a 
need of suitable machinery for post-harvest operations in the country. 


Considering these major constraints at farm level, Pakistan Agricultural 
Research Council launched a pilot programme in cooperation with IRRI, 
Philippines, Rice Research Institute, Dokri and other concerned agencies 

for maximising rice production in Larkana district last year. The efforts 
have proved highly successful and increased the paddy yields averaging 7 t/ha 
(74 maunds per acre), whereas, many farmers were able to produce even more 
than 9 t/ha (100 maunds per acre) using improved production technology. 

This experience shows that if the major yield constraints are removed, the 
country could double its rice production. 
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MINISTEEL MILLS TO BE SET UP

(Text] Lahore, April 23--Lt-Gen. (Retd) Ghulam Hassan Khan, federal 
minister for Production and Industry, said here today that the Government 
had agreed in principle to lift embargo on the setting up of steel mills 
in the private sector and had decided to allow the setting up of three 
ministeel mills in the private sector. 


In pursuance of the Government's policy towards providing maximum facilities 
to the industrialists and entrepreneurs, he added, the Government had also 
sanctioned 10 ghee, eight oil and six jute mills in the country in addition

The ghee and oil mills would be completed during the third Plan period. 
Cement and Sugar Plants 


Lt-Gen (Retd) Ghulam Hassan Khan told PPI the Government had also sanctioned 
the setting up of about half a dozen cement plants and three sugar mills in 
the private sector. All of them were expected to be completed during the 
Five-Year Plan 1979-83, 


He said these three sugar mills would be set up purely with the equipment 
manufactured by the Taxila Heavy Mechanical Complex. About 60 percent 
machinery of three cement plant units in the private sector had also been 
manufactured in the same complex, 


In addition to this, about 60 percent of the components for tractors, buses 
and trucks were being manufactured in the country. 


He said that during his review of the performance of the public sector 
industries, it was noted that production of all of them had improved 
tremendously which clearly indicated that our economy's trend was towards 
stabilisation.

BANKING BILL APPROVED TO SPUR ECONOMIC GROWTH

[Text] The Batasang Pambansa approved on second reading last night Cabinet 
Rill No 27 revamping the country's banking system. 


The chamber also passed on second reading six other companion Cabinet bills 
expanding the scope of rural banks, loans and savings associations and other 
monetary institutions which would clear impediments in present banking laws 
that stung the nation's economic growth. 


It took the chamber barely 24 hours to pass the financial reform measures 
aimed largely at removing restrictions on the use of idle funds in banks 
estimated P40 billion. 


The legislative action was the Batasan's answer to President Marcos’ chal- 
lenge Thursday night to Batasan members to act on the bills he certified 
as urgent. 


The seven measures will be passed on third and final reading on Monday 
before they are sent to the President for signing into law. 


The approved bills include: 


~-Cabinet Bill No 27, which amends the General Banking Act to initiate 
reforms in the banking system and expand its operations. 


--Cabinet Bill No 28 which amends Republic Act No 3,729, also known as the 
Savings and Loan Association Act. 


~-Cabinet Bill No 29, which further amends RA No 4,093, also known as the 
Private Development Banks' Act. 


~-Cabinet Bill No 30, which further amends RA No 85, also known as the 
charter of the Development Bank of the Philippines. 





“Cabinet Bill No 31, which amends RA No 720 as amended, alao known as the 
Rural Banke Act. 


~=Cabinet Bill No 32, which amends Presidential Decree No 129, as amended, 
4liso known as the investment houses law.

Budget Minister Jaime Laya, spelling out the main thrust of the approved 
bilie, told the assembly that CB 2/ alone serves as a keystone to direly 
needed banking reforme. 


He explained that the measure aims to eliminate the statutory limitations 
against commercial banks granting long term loans. 


He said that the provisions of the approved measures would correct untenable 
provisions of present laws influenced by colonial laws which, he said, had 
retarded the country's efforts for full economic development. 


CB No 26, on the other hand transforms savings and loans associations into 
more vigorous financial institutions to help propel the nation's economy. 


Laya explained that the main thrust of CB No 29 is to encourage greater 
public participation in private development banks by allowing such finan- 
cial institutions to convert their preferred shares to common shares. 


C8 No 30 introduces drastic changes in the charter of the DBP to make the 
resources of the financial institution easily available for industrial and 
agricultural development. 


CB No 31 allows rural banks to expand and set up nationwide networks to 
allow farmers and fishermen to avail of financing facilities. 


CB No 32 mobilizes the resources of investment houses and allows banks to 
branch out their activities as quasi-investment houses. 


CB No 33 introduces changes in Central Bank charter to give broader powers 
to the state bank.

BALANCE OF PAYMENTS SURPLUS REPORTED 
Manila PHILIPPINES DAILY EXPRESS in English 10 Apr 80 pp 1, 6

[Text] The economy enjoyed a surplus of $11.69 million last month in the 
balance of payments (BOP) despite the soaring cost of imports, particularly 
increases in the oil bill. 


As a result of the surplus, the overall BOP deficit for January-March 1980 
dropped to $25 million, For the same period in 1979. the deficit was $205 
million. 


The improvement in the BOP picture was due mainly to a hefty increase in 
short-term capital inflow, continued rise in export earnings which negated 
increases in payments for imports, and a surplus in non-merchandise trade. 


in @ report to President Marcos, Central Bank Gov. Gregorio S. Licaros said 
that a negative trade balance (exports minus imports) of $690 million was 
the main reason for the overall deficit in the BOP. 


The trade balance is the single most significant item in the BOP. A surplus 
in the BOP could have been achieved had it not been for the huge trade gap. 


"The strong performance of exports was eroded by higher import payments. 
The increase in the latter was largely accounted for by the 195-percent 
increase in the oil bill this year," Licaros said. 


He added that in March, the BOP actually ended in a surplus of $111.69 
million because of heavy short-term borrowings of the government and the 
private sector, and a smaller trade gap. 


During the month, exports earned $420.2 million, while payments for imports 
amounted to $464.02 million. This resulted in a $43.80 million trade deficit. 


The March trade gap was much lower than the deficits suffered in January and 
February which amounted to $280.22 million and $365.98 million, respectively. 
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A BOP surplus of $111.69 million was achieved during the month as gains 
were made in invisible earnings, short-term and long-term capital, 


This was the first BOP surplus enjoyed this year, after successive deficits 
in January and February. The combined deficit during the two months amounted 
to $136.69 million, 


Licaros said that the economy continued to suffer from an external payments 
deficit and mounting inflationary pressures spurred by crude oil price 
increases, 


However, major steps were taken during the quarter which had important 


implications for both the economy's financial infrastructure and BOP pros- 
pects, he said, 


‘he CB head added that among these were measures to reform the financial 
system so it could mobilize savings and provide the development program's 
funding requirements. 


Also significant is the continuing review of the interest rate policy and 
structure so that it may keep pace with the development of the country's 
financial system and current economic conditions. 


Highlights of Licaros' report; 


-~-International reserves reached $2.53 billion which is equivalent to about 
four months of projected imports for the year, 


--The exchange rate of the peso was relatively stable. During the three- 
month period the rate average was P7.4179 per US dollar, as compared to the 
annual average of P7.3775 for 1979, 


--External debt increased to $10.438 billion at end-March 1980. This was 
higher by $660 million or seven percent over the December 1979 level. 


--Domestic credits reached P83.133 billion, up by 23 percent over the level 
at the end of the first quarter in 1979. Of the total amount, about 89 
percent went to the private sector, while the balance went to the government 
sector. 


--The average inflation rate based on the consumer price index for Metro 
Manila was 24.8 percent as against only 10.2 percent in the first quarter 
of 1979, 


The increase reflected the latest round of adjustments in gasoline prices 
and transport rates, Licaros said.

MORE WORKERS HLRED FOR OVERSEAS |” °YMENT

[Text] There is an increase in the employment of Filipino workers abroad 


through the private recruitment agencies during the past four years, Employ- 
ment Services Director Jonathan de la Cruz said yesterday. 





De la Cruz said from 13,960 workers deploye’ overseas in 1976, the number 
increased to 26,191 in 1977, then to 37,340 i» 1978 and 75,693 in 1979 for 
an overall total of 153,184 for the past four yeerrs. 


Much of the overseas placement was undertaken ‘hrough construction con- 
tractors which fielded 41,439 or 54.8 percent of che total. 


Licensed agencies placed 23,929 workers or 31.6 percent of the total, 
while authority holders deployed 10,325 or 13.6 percent. 


The placement figures do not include those employed through the Overseas 
Employment Development Board, recruiting arm of the government. 


Saudi Arabia absorbed the largest proportion of overseas placements, 
accounting for 65.9 percent or 49,854, followed by Japan which imported 
8,101 workers and the United States which employed 3,168. Other top 
absorbing countries are Hongkong, which took in 2,711, and Kuwait, 2,583. 


Placement by the private agencies between 1976 and 1979 in Europe declined 
by 89.3 percent, but this was compensated for by increased placements of 
Filipino workers in the Middle East, Asia and the Americas. 


Occupation-wise, the most highly demanded workers in 1979 were musicians, 
laborers, carpenters, domestic helpers, singers, masons, electricians and 
cultural dancers. 


The BES also reported that 172,579 workers were employed through the BES 
public employment offices from 1976 to 1979, although the placement showed 
a decreasing trend. 


From 49,461 workers placed in 1976, the figure went down to 34,278 in 1979 
out of 113,067 registrants. These workers were employed through the 36 
public employment offices.

lExcerpts] Despite the difficulties of the past three years, the Philippine 
sugar industry is facing a bright future as conditions in the world sugar 
market improve. 


Ambassador Roberto s. Benedicto said in a speech at the West Visayas State 
University yesterday that three major developments in the world sugar market 
augur well for the local industry: 


1. The rising price of sugar in the world market. 


2, The full implementation of the international Sugar Agreement with its 
ratification by the United States, 


3. The increasing importance of sugar for the production of alternative 
fuel, 


The country's experiment with alternative fuel for motor vehicles also 
emphasizes sugar's growing importance, Benedicto said. Sugar is being 
used to produce alcohol as gasoline alternative or for mixing with gasoline. 


A breakthrough in this field could mean new outlets for local sugar, thus 
reducing the country's dependence on the world sugar market which considers 
the product more of a food item, Benedicto said. The success of the alcogas 
experiment can also boost the government's bid to diversify sources of energy. 


Benedicto said that the annual production capacity of the industry is 3.7 
million metric tons, raw value, based on a factory capacity of 187,000 metric 
tons of cane daily from 42 existing factories. 


In the 1978-79 crop year, however, production declined by 2.37 million tons, 
mainly due to sinking world prices of the commodity, with the industry 
operating only at 64 percent capacity, he said. 


Three new refineries were recently put up with a daily capacity of 500 metric 
tons each, bringing the total refinery capacity of the country to 1.0 million 
tons yearly, he added. This will enable the Philippines to export refined 
sugar in the future, he said, 
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FIRST LADY WANTS IMPORT BAN ON CANNED FISH

[Text| “The importaticn of canned fish will be banned and fresh fish will 
instead be made available at cheap prices to the consumers in Metro Manila.” 


The First Lady and Human Settlements Minister Imelda R. Marcos, who is 
concurrently chairman of the Food Terminal Inc., talked of this plan yese- 
terday in an interview. 


Computerized FTl reports showed that consumers are resorting to imported 
canned sardines or the cheaper kind of "galunggong’ because the prices of 
fish of better quality have gone beyond the reach of the ordinary consumer. 


“There is no reason why prices of fish should be so prohibitive when our 
waters abound in fish,” the First Lady said. The First Lady said she would 
recommend the banning of imported canned sardines. 


In her next meeting with the FTI board of directors next week, the First 
Lady plans to present a plan under which fish can be sold directly to the 
Metro Manila consumers without passing from ‘ts middlemen. 


The plan will involve the setting up of FTI trading posts in regions where 
fish are abundant. At these posts, the small fishermen can sell their 
catch to the FTI without going through middlemen. 


This way, she said, fish can be delivered daily to the FTI in Taguig in re- 
frigerated vans and sold to consumers at cost. Possible places for the FTI 
fish trading posts are Samar and Leyte. 


The FTI has very good storage facilities and the First Lady sees no problem. 
Frozer fish actwally tastes better, she said, citing as example a delicious 
kind of fish she ate in China which had been store’ for six years but had 
retained its fresh flavor.

MEASURES ADOPTED TO MINIMIZE OIL CRUNCH

|Text) Several policy measures have been adopted by the government to 
minimize the impact of worsening world conditions on the country's economy. 


The goverument adopted precautionary measures mainly relating to denand 
management, production and trade to keep the inflation rate down to a 
tolerable level (between 13.8 and 16 percent), restore overall equilibrium 
in the balance of payments and sustain an annual growth rate in gross 
national product of 6 percent. 


Those measures caught the attention of the International Monetary Fund 
which approved the standby agreement authorizing the purchase of some P410 
million special drawing rights up to Dec 31, 1981 in support of the Philip- 
pine government's program of economic adjustment. 


The IMF cited that bank lending and deposite rates were increased to sup- 
port the government's policy of credit restraint and mobilize additional 
resources. 


Increases in bank rates were instituted to cope with the demands of univer- 
sal banking which will be adopted in July this year. 


The maximum rate of interest on short term (less than two years in maturity) 
loans is 19 percent while for long term, 21 percent. Both rates were made 
effective last December when the Central Bank decided to raise them by two 
points from previous levels. 


At the same time, the country introduced new tax measures to increase its 
tax collections. 


Also, the country maintained the policy of budgetary restraint. 


President Marcos, in his letter of instructions No 901, ordered the imple- 
mentation of economic measures in the government to generate more contingency 
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reserves, Budgetary reserves of P1,.6 billion had already been imposed on 
agency programs for 1980, in addition to the 5 percent compulsory savings 
on operating expenses by various government offices. 


The President also instructed all government agencies to adopt internal 
economy measures, particularly on the utilization of supplies and mater- 
jails, restraint in foreign and domestic travel and elimination of unneces- 
sary expenses, 


On the domestic ofl exploration, the country is expected to increase 
ite production this year. 


Matiniloc II, the country's latest ofl discovery, is expected to produce 
some 7,000 barrels of high-quality crude daily. 


Aside from this, the country had devised programs to deve other sources 
of energy such as geothermal, solar, hydroelectric, bic, , coal and non- 
conventional sources. 


The geothermal power plant in Tiwi, Albay had been operating in full force. 


The government placed emphasis on export promotion, introducing fiscal in- 
centives and other measures to vitalize the industry. 


The Central Bank for its part, reopened its credit window for nontradi- 
tional exports which had been growing at a tremendous rate. 


Trade Minister Luis Villafuerte, on the other hand, bared a 12-point program 
intended to hasten the growth of the country's export products. 


The plan will enable the country to achieve a trade surplus by 1983, provided 
a 20 percent yearly export growth rate is sustained while keeping the «growth 
of imports to 10 percent. 


Villafuerte also anticipated changes in existing policies like aligning 
credit, investment to support and assist the export industry in its 
requirements. 


With the IMF's approval of the P410 million SDR, aside from the 93.3 addi- 
tional SDR for export compensatory financing, the country may well meet the 


impending world crisis especially the series of increase in the prices of 
crude oil and the political instability in various parts of the world.

BUGUIAS SURVEYED FOR GEOTHERMAL POTENTIAL

(Text) The Japan International Cooperation Agency (JICA) will undertake 
an exploratory survey of the 300 sq. km, Buguias area in Benguet province 
to find out if the area can be tapped for geothermal energy. 


The survey agreement was signed recently by Wenceslao R. dela Paz, acting 
director of the bureau of energy development and Kenichi Watanabe, leader 
of the preliminary study team from JICA. 


Buguias is adjacent to the Daklan area which has been pinpointed as having 
definite geothermal deposits capable of generating significant amounts of 
electricity for the Luzon grid. 


The Luzon grid for power generation is at present being reinforced by the 
Tiwi and Makban geothermal plants. 


The exploration survey is divided into three one-year periods starting 1980. 
The first year exploration will focus on review of existing data, photo- 
geologic interpretation, investigation of the geothermal manifestations 
through geological, geochemical, ground temperature and gravity survey, 
laboratory work and analysis of results. 


In the second year, detailed investigation pinpointing geothermal resources 
through field survey and various analytical methods including drilling of 
thermal gradient holes, will continue. 


The third year will be devoted to the drilling of one exploratory well and 
analysis of data collected through core investigation, 


The Philippines is maximizing its exploration activities for non-oil energy 
sources to cut down on its oil import bill. Last year, 1.33 million barrels 
of oil were saved by the country due to the commissioning of the two geo- 
thermal stations in Tiwi and Makban. At this year's oil prices, the savings 
would be equivalent to U.S. $37 million.

SALT IMPORTS UNNECESSARY--Science Minister Melecio Magno, chairman of the 
National Science Development Board, said yesterday there is no need for 
the Philippines to import salt.

About 180 civilian and military police were injured and authorities 
blamed the trouble on the magazine FORMOSA, a publication--since banned-- 
that lent support to the Taiwan independence movement. 


There was a supposition that Mr Dean may have quietly interceded for 

leniency in the case. Other American visitors have done so, fearing 

negative US reaction to any hareh sentences handed down against those 
arrested. 


Nationalists have been sensitive about the Kaohsiung case. They believe 
the Taiwan independence movement threatens the existence of the island's 
status quo and could bring the communists crashing across the straits. 


They are also afraid the independence group might be tricked into a deal 
with China, although the idea of independence for Taiwan is mutually 
anathema to Taipeh and Peking. 


Taipeh was also upset by the visit to China of US Defence Secretary 
Harold Brown. Radar warning systems which the US might give to Peking 
are getting close to weapons, in the Taiwan definition.

He said that the price increase will inevitably affect the produc-~ 
tion cost of manufacturing industries, who are requested to try their best 

to absorh the difference. In case the difference is too large and an adjust- 
ment of eelling prices is necessary, Chiang said, the adjustment should be 
reasonable. Manufacturers and dealers should not take advantage of the 
situation to boost prices. C. C. Lu, deputy director general of the Board 
of Foreign Trade, also said that the oi] price hike at home will not have 
too much effect on exporting industries because other oil importing nations 
aleo feel the pressure of international oil price hikes and their price 
increase rates of oil productions are mostly higher. Judging from this 

view, Lu said, the competitiveness of locally made products will not be 
weakened.

INCREASE IN TRADE SURPLUS WITH ASEAN COUNTRIES

[Text] Bangkok, Feb. 25--Thailand's trade surplus with member countries 
of the Association of South-East Asian Nations (Asean) during the first 
eleven monthe of 1979 rose to US$349.9 million from US$306.3 million 
recorded during the same period of last year. 


According to statistics of the Commerce Ministry, during the period under 
review, Thai exports to Asean were valued at US$824.2 million against 
imports of US$474.3 million (US$596.3 million and US$290.0 million 
respectively). 


Singapore was the most important trading partner during the period with 
whom Thailand had a trade surplus of US$138.1 million on exports of 
US$422.8 million and importe of US$284.7 million (US$309.6 million and 
US$199.7 million during the same period of 1978). 


With Indonesia, Thailand had a favourable balance of US$123 million on 
exports of US$173.2 million and imports of US$50.2 million (US$67.7 
million and US$22.7 million). 


Thailand's trade surplus with Malaysia dropped to $102.8 million during 
the same period on exports of US$217.2 million and imports of US$114.4 
million (US$199.4 million and US$60.4 million). 


Thailand's trade with the Philippines registered a deficit of US$14 
million compared with a surplus of US$12.4 million during the correspond- 
ing period of the previous year. Thai exports to the Philippines were 
worth US$11 million against imports of US$25 million (US$19.6 million 

and US$7.2 million).--Reuter

POLICEMEN KILLED BY COMMUNISTS--Surat Thani--Five policemen and the wife 
of one of them were killed early this morning when about 150 communist 
guerrillas attacked and burned down a police subdistrict station in 

Ban Nasan District, about 650 kilometres south of Bangkok. Police said 
the station at Ban Nadoem was manned by about 40 policemen when the attack 
took place at 1 a.m. The guerrillas shelled the station with rockets, 
before charging in forcing the outnumbered defenders to surrender. Police 
said there were other casualties but they did not have details yet.
